I visited last night the biggest opium 


dea of the world, says FrauK O. Carpen- 
ter, in a letter from Shacga-aL It is 
tituated on the edge of this great cosmo- 
oolina city of Shanghai, in which Chi- ' 
nese rowdies from ail parts of the Empire 
congregate, aad where the Chinaman 
has learned to play billiards, to drink 
whisky and to practice the reicements 
of Eastern as well as Western vice. The 
palatial saloons of Xew York, the bar- 
room of tfee Hoaman House and the 
glided palaces of sin in San rrancisco 
have cost hundreds of thousands of dol 
iars. This opium den of the Chinese 
has likewise eaten up a fortune aad it is 
jasore like a palace than an opium smok- 
ing joint for pig-tailed celestials. Three 
stories high and covering what would be 
nearly half aa American block, Its en- 
trance is lighted w*th the electric light 
aad Its Inter.or is furnished in the most 
•extravagant Chinese fashion. The ceil- 
ings are of richly carved wood and the 
fiuest of Chinese lamps, each or which 
cost hundreds of dollars, throw a soft 
light over the hazy smoking crowd 
within. The painted walls are Iula:d 
with curious marble, the grain of which 
is such as to give the idea of landscape 
sketches, and the finishing of the rooms 
is in carved teak wood, which, oiled aad 
colored, shines like ebony. 


There was. perhaps, a thousand smok- 


ers in this opium dea when I visited it 
last night, and I pushed my way into it 
through a throng repreieatmg every 
class of Chinese life. There was the 
pompous mandarin in gorgeous silks be- 
side the half-naked coolie In ragged cot- 
ton. There were bad women and des- 
perate looking men; quiet, intellectual 
scholars and wealthy Chinese merchants. 
All stopped under the electric light to 
bay little pots of opium as th:ck as 
molasses, and each holding about what 
could be crowded into the smallest of 
our American Individual salts. The 
coolie aud the mandarin were charged

A MEXICAN'S ADOBE HUT.

Texas: 
U is hardly right to say that 
the Mcxi ans live; they do not live a? 
wc understand living—thoy merely ex- 


.. 
The town of Chihuahua covers ten 
or twelve acres, aud is composed entirelj 
of adobe buildings. 
The adobes arc 
made of mud and refuse hay. In making 
adobes four Mexicans work together. 
They start a hole iu the ground, pour in 
some water aud throw in some refuse 
bay. 
Then one man 
takes off his 
trousers and gets into the hole with n 
hoe; ho mixes the mud, hay aud water 
until it is of the right consistency. Two 
more men with a hand-barrow carry the 
mixture uj) on the level ground, taking 
enough each time to make two adobes. 
This they turn over to the fourth man, 
who, with a wooden frame, molds the 
adobes. 
They 
are generally 
twelve 
inches square on the bottom and four 
inches thick. 
When tho sun has dried 
these sutiicieutly to make them hold to- 
gether they are turned up on edge to 
dry more thoroughly. 
Four men work- 
insr thus can, if they contract to do so. 
make 1000 adobes in a day, about one- 
third the number required to build an 
ordinary house. 
The walls are made ol 
adobe only, more of the mud being used 
for mortar. 
Only one thickness of adobe 
is used, but this makes the wall twelve 
inches thick. 
When about eight feel 
up the poles for the roof arc put across 
these are covered with brush aud then 
about nine inches of mud is put on the 
brush. 
A doorway is left in one side 
and a fireplacc and chimney are built. 
With this the house is completed, 
!No 
windows, no fioor, no partitions, except 
in some of the larger houses thatha\e 
two rooms instead of one. 


In the daytime 
the door does the 
woik of window also, and at night they 
may have a candle or in cold weather 
the light of the fire if they are fortunate 
enough to have one. 
In this house will 
live a Mexican, his wife and their chil- 
dren, perhaps four or five. These adobe 
houses are well adapted to this cliiiiale; 
in summer they are cool and in winter 
they are warm. 
There is so little rain 
that the adobe walls do not wash away. 
Sometimes small stones are stuck into 
the adobes to make them withstand the 
a tion of the rain better. 


In a northern climatc, where there is 
a heavy rainfall and where there is much 
frost, an adobe house would crumble to 
pieces in a year or two. 
But in this 
part of Texas we sometimes go a year 
without any rain, and never have any 
or but little frost, so that a well-built 
adobe house will last almost indefinitely. 
There is little slope to the roof, so when 
it does ram the water runs olf but little, 
50 that the mud gets soft and if the 
rain continues long, for a day or more, 
the mud will drop down inside. 
The 
Americans here all live in adobe houses, 
but they build perhaps a two-story house 
And finish it with wood and plaster and 
so make it very comfortable. 


A Mexican will generally collect four 
or five worthless, 
half-starved 
dogs 
about him, and these live in the one 
room with tlie rest of the family. 
The 
door always 
being open, I have fre- 
quently seen the pigs, burros and goats 
going inside to get out of the 
sun. 
Only thoie who have seen how the Mexi- 
cans of this country live can realize the 
low position that they occupy in the 
3calc of humanity. 
It is not one in ten 
of them that can read or write; they 
give no thought to schools or churches. 
The Americans among whom they live 
establish schools and churches, and a 
few Mexicans attend these. 
They cer- 
tainly can have no ambition in life; they 
work only to make a living from day to 
day. 


They live in a climate that is mild 
the year around, so they require but little 
in the way of clothing, shelter or fuel, 
and they us« just enough of each of 
these to get along. 
They seem to drink 
but very little, probably largely from 
the fact th'it they cannot get the money 
to buy liquor. "About the only luxury 
that they indulge in is smoking cigar- 
ettes. 
They do but little work and so 
require but little foood. 
This consists 
chiefly of cornmeal, made by grinding 
the corn between two stones worked 
with the hanas. 
They kill a goat once 
in a while and have a little meat, and 
those that can aflord it have bread and 
coffee. 


One thing that the Mexicans arc fond 
of is dancing. 
They have their bailes 
very often, and then the young and tho 
old go and they dance nearly all night, 
A bronco baile is a mixed dance, and 
where everybody goes, . 


A Horse That Feeds AnotUor. 


Billy, a remarkably intelligent horse 
u s ^ in the police wagon of Division 
has taken up an idea which he follows 
daily. 
One of the mounted oflicers in 
the division leaves his horse in the stable 
connected with the station on Blue Hill 
avenue, near Dudley street, while he an- 
swers to the roll-call at noou and again 
nt six o'clock. 
The ofiicer fastens his 
horse to the post f o r m i n g one corner at 
the head of Billy's stall, and as soon as 
the animal is tied, 
Billy

until his guest has eaten it. 
Then he 
repeats the operation and continues his 
hospitality until the officer returns for 
h i s W s e .

the pail, and then gradually^ taking it' 
away, has always been sutiicient. 
The 
calf of a < ow purcha'^ed some time ago, 
and now weaning, has shown an extra- ' 
ordinary obstina y and simplicity in re- 
fusing to drink, and nearly two weeks' 
time has been occupied iu teaching it. 
This cow when a calf sucked its dam for 
a month and her calves up to this have 
always sucked. 
The habit is thus in- , 
bred. 


Tronchinir for Gardeas. 


Old English horticultural authorities 
speak very highly of deep 
trenching 
with plenty of manure as a preparation 
for many crops in gardens. 
We never 
tried it except for ( elery years ago, and 
do not expect to repeat that 
experi- 
ment. 
Labor costs too much in this 
country to do anything by band labor 
that can be done by horse power. 
But 
if trenching be really helpful, subsoil- 
ing ought to beneficial. True subsoiling 
is indeed better than average trenching, 
for loss of the richer surface soil will be 
mixed with the subsoil by the 
former 
method, 
ciardens are usually 
heavily 
manured. 
Considerable amounts both 
ot nitrogen and mineral manures are 
carried down out of reach of crops, un- 
less the subsoil plow opens and lightens 
the hard soil beneath, so that roots can 
penetrate it. For this reason seeding old 
gardens with clover is often advisab e. 
The long tap roots of the clover reach 
down and enliven the subsoil, 
beside 
bringing up some fertilizing 
material 
that would otherwise be lost. —Boston 
Cultivator. 


Practionl PonUry-Foodlaic 


Perhaps a little talk on poultry-feed- 
ing may bo interesting, says a contribu- 
tor of the Pranie 
Farmer. 


In tho first place, how many farmeri 
feed their poultry at all' 
\ cry few,] 
am afraid. 
I have been watching all 
winter, and find that the majority ol 
farmers let their chickcns run around 
tho faun and scratch where thoy get F 
chance, and when the ground is fro/.eu 
so that they can't scratch, the chickoni 
huddle up close to a hay or straw stack, 
and look as though they would thaflk 
some one to cut their heads off. 
When 
night coiuos, they have to go to tho pig- 
pen for supper, or go without, and then 
fly u]) on some shed for tho night. Yet 
farmers say that hens laying eggs in 
winter is all fiction. But such is uot the 
ease, and if they will put up comfortabl« 
buildings for their fowls aud feed them 
properly, they will find that a hon will 
lay in winter nearly a** well as in summer. 


Then they say: 
''Why, I have tried 
feeding my hens, and they don't lay." 
^ ery 
true; but what have you fedf 
**VVhy, I give them all the corn thej 
want.'* 
^^ ell, 1 don't blame them foi 
not laying. 
.Now I will toll you what 1 
feed, and" my hens are laying every day. 
Iu the morning I give my chickens rye, 
that is, a quart to about sixty 
hens, 
sprinkled in straw so that thoy have to 
scratch— and 
I tell you 
thoy 
enjoy 
scratcliing for it, too. 
Then I nail up a 
couple of heads of cabbage in the hen- 
house, so that they can reach it, and let 
them eat all they want of it. 
About 
noon I give a little oats or rye, just to 
get them to scratch, and at night I give 
them the table-scraps, aud, once m a 
while, a little sun-flower seed. 
1 usa 
corn as little as possible, as I don't think 
it is the proper food for laying hens. In 
the way of drinks, I give milk alto- 
sether, 
and 
think it far better than 
n 
' 


water. 


I keep ray poultry, house well bedded 
with straw, and even if you don't feed 
any grain in the straw, they will scratch, 
anyway. 
In very cold weather I keep 
fire in it and think ifc'pays well. 


Symptoms a n d Cure of n i a i f w o r m 


Hingworm (Tinea tonsurans) is a com 
mon disease among horses and cnttle, 
especially in the winter. As this parasite 
is readily transmitted 
from domestic ' 
animals to man it is not safe to leave it 
to multiply undisturbed. 
It usually ap- 
pears on the face, around the nose and 
eyes, and as the hair falls off it leaves 
bald round spots covered 
with white 
scales and surrounding them there is a 
ring of broken and split hairs, at the 
roots of which there are mure or less 
small pimples and eruptions. 
If the dis- 
ease is allowed to spread the entire face 
and neck will sometimes become entirely 
bald. 
The hairs around the bald spots 
should be shaved off and the skin painted ' 
with iodine, or with a solution of corro- 
sive sublimate, made by dissolving forty 
grains in a pint of water. 
An excellent 
ringworm ointment may be made by mix- 
ing together one half ounce of iodine, 
two ounces of glycerine aud mercurial 
ointment and eight ounces of olive oil ^ 
This ointment should be applied twice 
a week until the disease is checked, and 
then the parts washed 
with 
soap aud 
water.—iVflw York iSur^

Some claim that it is impossible to de- 
stroy worms in the comb by fumigation, 
although that is a remedy that has been 


B U g g t s t e d . 
A practical bee keeper gives 
the lollowing iu the Ameincaa Bee Jour- 
jta! as his method: **I had a lot of sec- 
tions piled in a room fifteen feet square, 
and concluded to smoke the whole room, 
bo I lighted five pounds of sulphur early 
in the day so that 1 thought it would all 
burn before night, and kept occasional 
watch of it through a window. 
At dark 
it was burning apparently the same as 
when first lighted, and at i edtime the 
same. 
Ahhwugh I thought it entirely 
safe, I never feel that 1 can be too care- 
ful about fire, so I concluded to set up 


w i t h it until it expired. 
I did not get 
to bed until after one o'clock. 
My 
method of using was this: Tho sulphur 
was put into a kettle holding about a 
gallon, 
A cuminon kettle holding Three 
or four gallons was partly filled with 
ashes, aud in this the smiller 
kettle 
containing the sulphur placed, and over 
all a tin cover that did not fit clo-ely. 
I 
suppose tJiis cover allowed plenty of air 
to enter to keep up jcombustion, but 
made it burn slower tl>an if entercly un-

The method is thus 
described: This method consists essen- 
tially ia first recording the date relating 
to each person by punching holes in the 
sheets or strips of electrically non-con- 
ducting material (paper), and then count- 
log or tailing these data, either sepa 
rately or in combination, by means of 
mechanical counters operated by electro 
magnets, the circuits through which are 
controled by the perforated cards or 
strips. 
The method is already success- 


fully in use at the Surgeon-General's of- 
fice for the handling of medical returns 
from the army posts.

Care of the Eyes. 


Shades on lamp or gas burners should 


be of ''milk7' or ground glass; never of 
colored glass. 


Xever sleep opposite a window which 


will throw a f.ood of strong light on 
your eyes when you wake in the morn- 
lag.

the eye under water, as this is apt to be 
injurious to the epithelial covering o* 
the eye.

fall below one to four. 


The short-sighted ere is essentially

Decoratinjc * Bedspread. 


Coarse linen sheeting makes an elec- 


tive bedspread, with a bold design of 
large lilies and leaves applied oa it in 
gold-colored sateen, worked with, knit- 
ting silk of two shades of gold deeper 
thaa the sateeoJ The design is traced on 
the sateen, tacked on the sheeting and 
chain-stitched around the outlines ; then, 
when the edges are cut away, the design 
stands out on the surface and is finished 
off with long, "#piky"' stitches. 
The

long stitch. A broad band of gold- 
colored sateen is added as a border all 
around. A heavy counterpane may be 
made of serge, with very large poppies 
and leaves or sunflowers or some large 
design worked in worsteds. TLe work 
is easy and pleasant. 


Delightful Cbeese Cafce*. 


There are various rec;pes for the de- 


iiwhtful little cheese e*k~es which would 
certainly be very nice for an informal 
lunch. Try the following : The Xeaf- 
chatel cheeses may be bought — done up 
in silver paper — at the grccers in cities. 
One ^veufchatel or cream cheese. One 
teacupful sugir, one lemon, grate the 
rind and use half of the jaice: half tea- 
cupful currants, half teacupful rolled 
cracker crumbs (the iinc-r and more deli- 
cate the cracker the better.; four eggs 
well l-eaten; onespooufu! melted butter: 
half teacupful cream or r-cii milk; half 
a nutmeg; one saltspooaful salt. 
Mis 


the cracker crumbs dry with the cheese, 
rirst removing the wrapper and taking 
oil the thin lilm or skiu ou the outside 
of the cheese; cruaible the crumbs and 
chee>e well together: acid the eggs, 
which have been Jiist well beateif \t 
with the sugar. 
Then the butter ac 


cream msy be added. If the cream Is 
very rich the Dutter ruay be omitted. 
Lastly add the lemon, currants aud nut- 
ciesT. The currants must have been 
washed, dried and then well dusted 
with cracker dust or Sour. Mix well and 
put directly in well-buttered patty-pans 
that have been lined with puff-paste. 
Bake fifteen or twenty minutes in a quick 
oven. They will puif up, but must not 
be too brown. — Jfeic York 
WorlJ.

Salad Kecipes- 


Fresh Fish Salad — Take the remains 


of cold fish, pick out the bones and 
mince: season with pepper, salt, butter 
and vinegar; mix well with the fish. Put 
in a small baking paa and set in the 
styve five minutes. 
Set on ice to cool, 


and serve with Worcestershire sauce. 


Mackerel Salad — Take one ounce of 


mackerel and cut up three stalks of 
celery, cream, half a teacup of butter, 
one tablespoon of mustard and the yolks 
of four hard boiled eggs ; storm, with. 
pepper, salt, and a teaspooaf ul of sugar ; 
thin with vinegar and pour over the 
froth. 


Herring Salad — Soat three small Hol- 


land herring for six hours and cut in 
small pieces; cook and peel sLs pota- 
toes, chopped with two small cooked 
beets, two onions, one sour apple aad 
four hard boiled eggs : mix with a dress- 
ing of oil, vinegar, pepper and mustard ; 
add a tablespoonful of sour cream, and 
let stand on ice overnight. 


Salmon Salad — Put the yolk of a raw 


egg in a bowl, with a teaspoonful of 
sugar, a pinch of salt and cayenne pep- 
per. 
Open a can of salad and turn o5 


the liquor. Lay the salmon on a dish. 
Mix the oil with the yoiks of three hard- 
boiled eggs, and add a tablespoonful of 
vinegar. 
Break some tender Jettuce 


leaves and mix gently wiih the fish. 
Stir half the dressing in : beat the white 
of one egg and add to tbe remainder ; 
pour over the salmon and garnish wi:h 
nasturtions. 


Oyster Salad — Take half a gallon of 


fresh oysters, the yolks of six hard-boiled 
eggs, one raw egg well beaten, two table- 
spoonfuls of mei~ed butter, a tablespoon- 
ful of mustard, with pepper and salt, a 
teacup of vinegar and four bunches of 
celery. Drain the liquid from the oysters 
and put some- hot vinegar over them; set 
on the fire five minutes ; let cool ; mash. 
the yolks of the eggs and mix all the 
seasonings together and pour over the 
oysters and celery. — Courier- Journal.

A Unique P l a n t 


The gradual extinction of a species is 
t o t 
an 
uncommon 
phenomenon. 
In 
most cases many individuals of the van- 
ishing species are known to exist.

plant, however,

This unique specimen is on the island of 
St. Helena, 
It is a tree about twenty 
feet high.

botanical 
interest, for it bears liowers 
like those of the aster, being, in fact, 
the only known tree of the composite, a 
family wh-ch, with this exception, com- 
prjises only herbaceous plants.

in silver paper—at the grocers in cities. 
One l^eufchatel or cream cheese. 
One 
teacupful sugar, one lemon,

rind and use half of the juice; half tea- 
cupful currants, 
half teacupful rolled 
cracker crumbs (the finer and more deli- 
cate the cracker the better.; four eggs 
well beaten; one spoonful molted butfer; 
half teacupful cream or rich milk; half 
a nutmeg; one saltspoonful salt. 
Mix 
the cracker crumbs dry with the cheese, 
first removing the wrapper and 
taking 
oir the thin tilm or skin on the outside 
of the cheese; cruQible the crumbs and 
cheese well together; 
add the eggs, | 
which have been fiist well beaten up ' 
with the sugar. 
Then the butter and 
cream may be added. 
If the cream is 
very rich the butter may be 
omitted. 
Lastly add the lemon, currants and nut- 
meg.' The 
(urrants 
must have 
been 
washed, dried 
and then well 
dusted 
with cracker dust or flour. Mix well and 
put directly in well-buttered patty-pans 
that have been lined with 
putl-paste. 
Bake fifteen or twenty minutes in a quick 
oven. 
They will pulf up, but must not 
be too brown.—iVtfi^ York

Salad

Fresh Fish Salad - Take the remains 
of cold fish, pifk out the 
bones 
and 
mince; season with pepper, salt, butter 
and vinegar; mix well with the fish. Put 
in a small bakinff pan and

stove five minutes. 
Set on ice to cool, 
and serve with Worcestershire sauce. 


Mackerel Salad—Take one ounce of 
mackerel and cut up 
three stalks 
of 
celery, cream, half a teacup oi butter, 
one tablespoon of muatard and the yolks 
of four hard 
boiled 
eggs; storm with 
pepper, salt, and a teaspoonful of sugar; 
thin with 
vinegar and 
pour over the 
froth. 


Herring Salad—Soak three small Hol- 
land herring for six hours and cut in 
imall pieces; cook and peel six 
pota- 
toes, chopped with two 
small cooked 
beets, two onions, one sour apple and 
four hard boiled eecgs; mix with a dress- 
ing of oil, vinegar, pepper and mustard; 
add a tablespoonful of sour cream, and 
let stand on ice overnight. 


Salmon Salad—Put the yolk of a raw 
egg in a bowl, with a teaspoonful of 
sugar, a pinch of salt and cayenne pep- 
per, 
Open a can of salad and turn oS. 
the liquor. 
Lay the salmon on a dish. 
Mix the oil with the yolks of thrc^e hard- 
boiled eggs, and add a tablespoonful of 
vinegar. 
Break 
some tender 
lettuce 
leaves and mix gently wiih the 
fish. 
Stir half the dressing in; btat the white 
of one egg and add to the remainder; 
pour over the salmon and garnish wiih 
uusturtions. 


Oyster Salad—Take half a gallon of 
fresh oysters, the yolks of six hard-boiled 
eggs, one raw egg well beaten, two table- 
jpoonfuls of meiied butter, a tablespoon- 
ful of mustard, with pepper and salt, a 
teacuD of Tinegar and four bunches of 
celery. Drain the liquid from the oysters 
and put some hot vinegar over them; set 
on the fire five minutes; let cool; mash 
the yolks of the eggs and mix all the 
seasonings together and pour over the 
oysters and celery.-—(Jvurier''J</urnal.
